hope for the best. The freeze 


on pnces and wages isn t a frozen 
freeze. It's guaranteed to melt a 
bit. 


For example Wages for some 


people will be allowed to go high- 
er although they were frozen'at 
where they were on Jan. 25. 


And the prices of some foods 


are going to be higher, too. This 
was all understood when the freeze 
was put on last night. 


The government acted in a des- 


perate rush to stop the mad dash 
of living costs. Congress and the 
public were yelling for action.

So the ESA—Economic Sta- 


bilization Agency—didn't have 
time to work out what was fair 
for every Item and every person 


detail. 
It decided to slap on the 


freeze first and worry about the 
details later, hoping the freeze, 
incomplete as it is, would put a 
big brake on inflation.

Now, although living costs may 


still go up a bit, they'll probably 
inch along where before they were 
galloping over fences without a 
Bridle.

is boss of ESA, which has two 
branches—the Office of Pnce Sta- 
bilization and the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board.

A number of workers haven't 


received raises since living costs 
began to go crazy. And they 
couldn't get one under a flat 
freeze. 


So how do you take care of 


workers who might suffer an 
Injustice, with wages frozen, 
when businessmen were making

prices? 


Work out some kind of formu- 


la which says something like 
this: "Anyone who didn't have 
• wage Increase of so much be- 
fore prices were frozen, is en- 
titled to that much."

So when that formula is worked 


out the freeze on wages will melt 
a bit 


Now take pnces. The law which 


gave the government power to 
•freeze pnces says the pnce farm- 
er's charge can't be frozen until 
they reach panty. 


Parity is a figure set by the 


government to be sure farmers 
get a decently livable pnce for 
their products.* • • 


For example: The parity price 


on a product which Farmer 
Jones sells is $1. although he's 
been selling for 90 cents, or 10 


f cento less than parity. 


If he boosts his price 10 cents, 


to that $1 parity price, the pro- 
cessor to whom he sells can 
charge the wholesaler, to whom 
he sells, 10 cents more. 
* * • 


In turn, Ihe wholesaler charges 


the retailer 10 cents more And 
the retailer, who sells to you, 
passes the increase on to you, 
charging you 10 cents more. 


All this has been only one ex- 


ample of what can happen to 
prices. 


To make a long story short: 


Last night's freeze was a hurry 
up job to halt inflation. It will 
be melted In a number of ways 
and places. All yon can hope for 
Is that there won't be such a 
big thaw that inflation will go 
rorkrting up through the soft 


wtpota.

Boyle, back after six months of 
covering Korea's war fronts, said 
yesterday the Allies have lost the 
war mihtanly and that "the solu- 
tion will come by diplomacy and 
not by force of arms " 


Most American soldiers, the 


Associated Press columnist said, 
)elieve the Chinese Reds can dnve 
he United Nations army out of 
Korea—if willing to pay a bloody 
price. 


No Reinforcements 


Boyle, in an 
interview, said 


Allied officers and soldiers gen- 
erally were agreed that heavy 
reinforcements would be needed 
o meet any determined Commu- 
nist dnve. He noted that fresh 
roops were not in prospect 


The columnist said the Gl's 


morale was basically good, but 
was being hurt by apparent in- 


decision on Korean military policy. 
"Right now, he (the GI) doesn't 
know what he is supposed to do— 
stand and die, or bug out," Boyle 
said. "Bug out," a term popular- 
ized in the Korean war, means to 
pull back fast 


Decision Correct 


Boyle said the decision not to 


defend Seoul was right, because 
"the army had to be saved" to 
tram troops at home. 


He said Amencan airmen were 


bitter because they were not per- 
mitted to chase Red jet fighters 
across the Manchunan border. But 
Boyle said aenal crossing of the 
border might brinr on World War 
III. 


Boyle said the current Red with- 


drawal probably is the result of 
a political agreement, but could 
mean the Cfrnimunists were pre- 
paring an all-out offensive.

a Glance 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The government's new stabiliza- 


tion order at a glance 


It freezes all wages as of midnight last Thursday, and 


almost all pnces at their highest levels during the penod from 
last Dec. 19 to Jan. 25

It is applicable immediately. 
It is designed to hold back rising pnces and wages while 


government officials work out ceiling formulas aimed at staving 
off dangerous inflation.

For prices, it specifically prohibits buying or selling "in 


the regular course of business or trade" and commodity or service 
at a price higher than that charged during the Dec. 19-Jan. 25 
period—"regardless of any contract or other obligation."

For wages, it prohibits paying or receiving of wages higher 


than those in effect last Thursday. New employes must be 
paid no more than the Jan. 25 rate for the "jobs which they 
were hired." overtime, vacation and holiday pay, pensions, 
benefits, etc., also must be held at the level in effect Jan. 25.

However, the wage regulation allows for appeals and the 


price order lists numerous exceptions and exemptions—espe- 
cially of agricultural products sold on the farm. 


Both were apparently drawn up with an eye to future 


adjustment—either up or down as conditions dictate. 


Violations are punishable by fines up to $10,000, one year 


hi prison, or both.

By'Wire'Fire 


One out of 10 firem which an- 


nually destroy 400,000 homes la 


"due to overloaded circuits, defec- 


tive electrical devices or misuse 
of appliances, say fire-prevention 
experts. Fire losses from electri- 
cal causes ranked fifth in the list 
of known causes of fires'in 1949. 
Property loss by fire in the first 
7 months of 1950 exceeds that of 
1949 by 121,698,000 or an increase 
of 5.4%. 


To lessen the danger of damage 


or destruction of homes through 


4 fires due to electricity, the Con- 


struction Research Bureau, na- 
tional clearing' house for building 
information, makes these sugges- 
tions to home-owners:

Check Lamp Cords 


Check lamp cords .and exten- 


sion cords. Replace worn or brok- 
en ones with new ones bearing

tag. In a recent survey, 186 out 
of 755 fires of electrical origin 


• were found to be due to defec- 


tive cords. 
.. Overloaded electrical circuits 
are a serious fire hazard. If fuses 
blow frequently, or if a wire is 
to be extended to garage or porch, 
call an experienced 'electrician. 
Inexpert electrical wiring by home 
handymen has caused many fires. 


Water and electricity are a dan- 


gerous combination. Don't keep 
a. radio in the bathroom, nor touch 


S^ an electrical appliance while in 


bath w?*er. 


Two Circuits Jn Each 


In wiring, it is best to have 


each room in the house served 
by 2 electric circuits, to avoid in- 
terruption if one is short-cir- 
cuited. 
No circuit should have 


more than 12 outlets. 


Avoid the danger of fire start- 


ing through a short-circuit by 
surrounding wiring 
with 
npn- 
g combustible mineral wool insula- 


tion. This meets specifications of 
the National Electrical Code. 


Fire danger will be greatly re- 


duced if hollow spaces in walls 
and above ceiling are filled with 
mineral wool insulation. Made of 
rock, slag, or sand, it cannot burn. 
According to the National Bureau 
of Standards it can hold back fire 
in an ordinary plaster wall for 
one hour. Since it is a non-con- 


f^duetor, it muffles sparks and pre- 


vents them from reaching nearby 
wood or other flammable mate- 
rials. 


Don't String Wires 


Don't string electrical cords or 


wires around a room. Running 
them under rugs or over nails 
causes them to wear and fray. 


Cut off your electric iron at 


once when interrupted by tele- 
phone or door-bell. 
When you 


j^buy a new iron, get one with an 
—'automatic cut-off. 


When- purchasing any new elec- 


trical appliance, watch for the 
label 
of Underwriters' Labora- 


tories, indicating it has been tested 
for fire-safety.

Highly waxed floors are old 


standbys for cartoons about the 
unwary 
man-of-the-house 
who 


suddenly finds himself doing 
back-flip or sliding across the liv- 
ing room on a skating rug. 


You can fall just as hard, how- 


ever, when you trip on cracks that 
develop between the boards of 
wood floors. These cracks aren't 
very pretty to look at, either, 
whether you contemplate them 
from a standing position or close- 
up from the spot where you landed 
when you tripped. 


If the cracks are caused by 


shrinking floorboards in a new 
house, which is what happened in 
the home of one reader of this de- 
partment, you have good reason to 
suspect the builder put down un- 
seasoned flooring. In this case 
you'll probably wind up with some 
pretty wide-open .spaces to fill in. 


Under normal conditions, minor 


cracks—say up to about an eighth! 
of an inch wide—can be packed 
with a plastic wood that matches 
the color of your floor. You can 
also use a mixture of sawdust and 
shellac, or sawdust and glue, 
which is preferable for 
bigger 


cracks. 


Do your filling on a day when 


the humidity's high, and if, it's 
cold out, have the house very 
warm so the boards will be at 
their maximum expansion. Other- 
wise they'll squeeze the filling out 
some later day. 


When the boards have shrunk 


so much that packing filling be- 
tween them looks like a hopeless 
job, you can cut narrow strips of 
wood (or have them cut at a mill- 
work shop) and glue them into the 
gaps. Unless you .get a perfect 
match you'll have a refinishing job 
on your hands.

patching job probably will leave 
you unhappy at the way it looks 
when you've gotten up off your 
hands and knees. 


If the trouble is in just one 


room, you might want to hide it 
with a wall-to-wall carpet, (with a 
good protective matting under- 
neath). 


In entrance foyers, or similar 


small floor areas, a good answer is 
covering the whole thing with 
linoleum or asphalt tiling. Your 
floor covering dealer will tell you 
how much you need for a particu- 
lar space, and will give you direc- 
tions for doing the job properly. 


You'll wind up with a floor that's 


a lot easier to keep clean, under 
the traffic of wet shoes and mud- 
dy feet, than a wooden one. 


FIX-IT FORUM 


Q—How do I get rust "but of a 


bathtub?—R. R. 


A—If the rust is a stain caused 


by iron in the water, a weak solu- 
tion of oxalic acid (get it at your 
hardware store) ought to do the 
trick. Don't leave It on very long, 
and follow up with a weak ammo- 
nia solution and a thorough rins- 
ing. Lemon juice and salt will re- 
move minor rust stains. If the 
rust is caused by a spot worn

Save Rules on 
Meager Melds

Judging by my mail, the ?64 


canasta question still is, "What is 
he penalty for putting down cards 
or the initial meld and then find- 
ing that the count is insufficient?" 


Enough readers still seem to be 


confused on this subject to make 
t worthwhile to go over the pen- 
alty again. If you are one of the 
dozen or so people who under- 
stands this point completely or 
one of the two or three people who 
never makes an insufficient meld, 
I trust you will forgive me for 
wasting your time with some 
articles on this subject. If you are 
one of the' great majority I recom- 
mend strongly that you save these 
articles and know exactly what to 
do when this happens next. 


As a starter there is no penalty 


at all unless you are playing in a 
>artnership game. The reason is 
J»at when you put cards on the 
table illegally you are helping the 
other players. If you have no part- 
ner you are merely helping your 
opponents and that in itself is 
enough penalty. However, when 
you have a partner you may gain 
an advantage by showing some ol 
your cards illegally. Hence there 
must be some penalty. 


The penalty is that the cards 


placed on the table illegally be- 
:ome what is known as penalty 
cards. As such they must remain 
on the table as penalty cards until 
they are either melded legally or 
discarded. 


The process of discarding them 


is somewhat painfuL The rule is 
that you must discard one of then* 
at each turn and cannot discard 
from your hand proper as long as 
you have cards on the table in 
penalty status. 


Therefore, if you have penalty 


cards you want to get in position 
to meld them legally as soon as 
you can. You can do this by being 
lucky enough to draw cards tha 
will enable you to make a legal 
sufficient meld. In that case you 
add these extra cards to your 
penalty cards and they becomi 
melded cards. 


Or maybe your partner can 


come through and make a suffi 
cient meld all by himself. He can 
not touch your penalty cards. Re 
member they are not melded. 
However, if he can make the ini 
tial meld by himself then you are 
privileged to add your penalty 
cards to his melds (if they fit) o 
to meld them legally if you still 
can. 


The next two articles will illus 


trate this procedure and show tha 
the penalty is not really severe 
Merely complicated.

Heart Attack Victims Must 
Watch Steps to Recover 


Coronary thrombosis or occlu- 


sion often starts suddenly with- 
out any warning signs. In contrast 
to angina pectoris, which is a 
closely related condition, coronary 
thrombosis often comes without 
any unusual previous exertion or 
pain in the heart region. It can 
develop after severe strain or ex- 
ertion, but it can also come while 
sitting at rest in a chair or even 
when a person is sound asleep. 


Many people seem to be con- 


fused as to what coronary throm- 
bosis really is. Without going into 
the technical details it can be de- 
scribed as a clot which closes up 
one of the branches of the arteries 
which supply blood to the muscles 
of the heart. 


Like every other muscle, the 


heart muscle must receive blood in 
order to function. Consequently, 
when this supply of blood is cut 
off by a clot or closure of the ar- 
tery, a certain part of the muscle 
is deprived of life-giving blood 
and, 
therefore, the heart muscle 


cannot keep contracting as it must 
to maintain life. 


A coronary thrombosis is always 


a serious thing. How serious it is 
depends on the size of the artery 
which is shut off; in other words, 
if a large coronary artery is In- 
volved a large amount of heart 
tissue is deprived of blood and the 
results are proportionately serious. 


Sometimes death follows a cor- 


onary thrombosis almost at once, 
because the heart is so badly in- 
jured that its function of pumping 
blood ceases and consequently life 
cannot go on. 


MANY ARE CURED 


In spite of the serious nature of 


this condition, many recover from 
an attack of coronary throm- 
bosis with practically no ill effects 
and can and do lead relatively nor- 
mal lives for a great many years. 
Most of those people who make 
good recoveries of this sort have 
also been good patients. They have 
taken the lengthy rest periods and 
have adjusted themselves to a less 
tense and speedy form «C life and 


activity than they were probably; 
used to before. 


The cause or causes of coronary 


thrombosis are not all understood. 
Now that so many more people are 
living to ages at which a heart at- 
tack is likely to'occur, it is par- 
ticularly important to carry out 
studies which will lead to its even-* 
tual conquest.

(WSB), which didn't order the 
wage freeze and took no responsi- 
bility for it, renewed its work 
today on a flexible formula to re- 
place the freeze. 


In a dramatic and turbulent 


setting, nearly exhausted officials 
gave out the news of the freezes 
piecemeal. The process 
lasted 


from 6 p. m. until nearly 1 o'clock 
this morning. 


The price freeze does not apply 


to all prices. A long list of items, 
including many foods, will still 
have leeway to rise. 


But most prices were frozen at 


the highest level of the period from 
Dec. 19 through Jan. 25—day be- 
fore yesterday. Since very few 
things have dropped in price dur- 
ing that period, the general effect 
is to freeze Jan. 25 prices. 


No Exceptions 


Wages and salaries were simply 


frosen as of Jan. 25 and no exemp- 
tions wen listed in the order. 


For violating the price and wage 


orders, a person can be fined up 
to $10,000, imprisoned up to one 
year, or both. He is also liable to 
lawsuits. . 


As for the wage freeze, Johnston 


Insisted on getting it out simul- 
taneously with the price order. 
The Defense Production Act re- 
quires wage stabilization when- 
ever there is price control.

We Can Pay Far Greater Taxes 


PHILADELPHIA. (AP)— As- 


serting that American can afford 
:o pay "far greater taxes," the 
Tederal Reserve Board chairman 
>ut before congress today a plea, 
'or quick enactment of higher 
taxes. 


"Never has our economy been 


more prosperous," said Thomas B. 
McCabe. "Never have we been in 
a better position to absorb higher 
taxes without impairing that econ- 
)my." 


In his address before the Ameri- 


:an Academy of Political and So- 
ial Sciences last night, McCabe 
linted also that "further restric- 
tive action" can be expected on 
credit buying. 


Warns of Delay 


He said existing curbs on in- 


;tallment buying and mortgages 
might not be adequate to head off 
inflation. 


McCabe, who formerly headed 


the Scott Paper Co., in Chester, 
'a., warned congress not to delay 
imposing new taxes. ' 


'When I read that it may be 


he end of summer before a tax 
>rogram can be enacted," McCabe 
said, "I think strongly we are 
vasting six or seven months we 
:an ill afford to lose in the battle 
of inflation." 


He said this nation may be in a 


garrison state "for years" and 
hat it must start with a balanced 
budget and a sound fiscal .pro- 
gram. He added: 


"Obviously, if all-out war were 


to come we would be faced with 
an entirely different set of cir- 
cumstances and military require*- 
ments. At this stage, however, we 
must provide for a security pro- 
pram that can be indefinitely .sus- 
tained." 


Should Restrict Credit 


.The Federal Reserve Board not 


only regulates installment buying, 
stock margins and .real estate 
loans, but also controls such credit 
factors as bank reserves and re- 
discount rates. 


McCabe said that "if we are to 


have steady economic progress, we 
should severely restrict credit in 
periods of inflation and be liberal 
with credit in periods of reces- 
sion." 


He gave no hint of what new 


credit curbs may be imminent

ALTON. ILL., (AP)—The room- 


iijate of Paul H. Baker,- Jr., at 
Western Military academy 
said 


yesterday he heard 
two 
shots 


which killed Maj. Henry E. Suhre 
Tuesday night, but that he did not 
report the incident until the fol- 
lowing morning. 


It was a tip from the roommate, 


Darrell E. Bell, 18, of 
Carmi. 


which led to Baker's arrest on a 
charge of murdering Suhre. 


In 
a handwritten notarized 


statement to Madison County Cor- 
oner Ben F. Staten, Bell said he 
Jknew Baker planned to break in- 
to the cadet store and that he 
heard the fatal shots. 


Told of Shooting: 


The statement said Baker in- 


formed Bell of the shooting a few 
minutes later but that Bell said 
nothing until after breakfast the 
next day. 


Baker, the statement went on. 


entered the cadet store about 8:10 
p. m. with the announced inten- 
tion of stealing 
"some 
paper, 


flashlight or any other small ob- 
ject that he saw." 


The statement 
continued: "I 


saw him put his .45 in his coat 
and we decided that he should be 
gone exactly ten minutes, and set 
our watches accordingly. 


"I watched Baker enter the out- 


Bide door, then left the window 
to wander up and down the hall 
since it was study hall and I was 
seeing that all the boys on the 
floor were quiet. 
(Bell was in 


charge of the hall.1 


Heard Shots 


"At about 8:20, I went back to 


the window and at that time I 
heard two shots and some more 
noise like something falling over. 
I watched and listened and saw 
him come out and start up the 
walk near the shack of the bar- 
racks. 


"Baker came in the room and 


' said, 'I just shot a man," I said. 
' 'Oh, sure.' " Paul then said, 'No

, do you think I am lying 


1 to you?' 


. "Paul then brought his gun to 


, me so I could smell It. I, having 
. a cold, could not smell anything, 


and then Baker started cleaning 
the gun." 


Looked for Blood 


Bell said Baker inspected his 


uniform for blood spots and told 
Ben he shot Maj., Suhre when the 
latter surprised him in the store 
and rejected Baker's plea not to 
' report him. 
; 
After the shooting, Bell's state- 
1 ment alleged,. Baker went back 
- to the store to "clean up finger- 
! prints and get' a cartridge case 
that he left down there." 


Col. R.' L. Jackson, the academy 


president, describes young Baker 
M "a smart aleck" who sought 
"to build up his reputation as a 
tough guy."

assault head-on, with battle flags 
flying. 


France appealed to the countries 
f Western Europe to muster their 
oldiers into one army, in one uni- 
orm, to withstand one enemy, 
'his force would be intended to 
it into the Eisenhower command 
nder the Atlantic Pact plan. 
Across 
the English channel, 


ritish 
Prime 
Minister Attlee 


varned his people that they must 
repare for further serious sacri- 
ices for defense against Russian 
mperialism. 


Churchill Plan 


The idea of a European army 


vas advanced originally by former 
iritish Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill at a council of Europe 
meeting in Strasbourg last Aug- 
st. France now has furthered the 
roposal by inviting the nations 
f Western Europe to meet in 
*aris Feb. 6 to discuss implement- 
ing the project. 


In issuing the call, the French 


government made a move which 
nay well influence the history of 
Europe. Her first invitation was 
sent to her former bitter enemy— 
lermany, that is, to the Republic 
f West Germany. And a West 
German government 
source in 


3onn said the invitation was bound 
o be accepted. 


Friends? 


France and Germany friends; 


lurrendering sovereignty to th« 
xtent of fighting under a single 
ommand! To those of us who 
have had intimate acquaintance 
with the bitter hatreds between 
hese two great countries, this is 
an astonishing development. - 


If France and 
Germany can 


bury the hatchet and work to- 
ether, then there are hopes for 
general peace some day. 


Of course we shouldn't overlook 


that the creation of such a com- 
mon army would in itself be a 
safeguard against strife between 
any of the 
Western 
European 


nations—France and Germany, for 
instance. The obvious reason is 
that under this project the nations 
wouldn't have individual armies 
with which to fight. 


Attlee's Warning 


Prime Minister Attlee'g warnirig 


to his people was made in a speech 
which evidently was an eye-opener 
"or a program which he expects 
to propose in parliament next 
week. Defense spending for the 


next two or three years may run 
to the equivalent of $14,000,000,- 
000. 


Attlee charged that 
Russia 


doesn't want things to settle down. 
Her policy "seems rather to be to 
foment trouble . . . . our way of 
ife is in danger." The Commu- 
nist aim is "the destruction of all 
creeds that believe in freedom." 


The prime minister then flung 


some staggering figures of Soviet 
war-power at his audience. Said 
le: 


175 Divisions 


"The Soviet Union today has 


175 active divisions with support- 
ing artillery. These divisions in- 
clude mechanized and tank di- 
visions comprising 25,000 tanks. 
She has in all 2,800,000 men under 
arms and this number could be 
doubled on mobilization. She has 
an air force of nearly 20,000 air- 
xaft, and the largest submarine 
3eet in the world, yet 
she is 


threatened by rib one." 


Those are 
the 
facts 
which 


France also has, in mind in her 
call to Western Europe for armed 
unity. 
Recognition of-this dan- 


gerous position doesn't necessarily 
mean that France or Britain are 
expecting an assault by the Com- 
munists in the immediate future. 


It does mean they recognize 


that the Soviet is powerfully set 
for action, and that any display of 
weakness by the Western powers 
would be an invitation for trouble.
